Dr, Biibler, in his Introduction to tlio Yilcnwidnfai Char Ur a 

(p. 2), mentions tlio Ham miramardana } or Tlio destruction of 

« 

Hanmnra,” as an historical Sanskrit poom that was oxtant some 
ninety years ago in the Jain library at J esalm'ir. I have recently 
obtained a work, writton in tlio Jain character, styled The Ham - 
imra MahdUuvija; which, notwithstanding the difference of the 
titlo, I presume is a copy of tlio same work as that which was 
once in the JcSsalmir Saras vafci Bhfuidnr, since it ends with the 
death of H a nun i r a and -a lamentation over the event. Colonel 
Tod, indeed, mentions in his Hcljasthdn a Hammira Kdvya and a 
Hammira Mds «, both composed, he says, by A r a h g a d h a r a, 
whom he makes tho bard of H a mm i r a 0 h o h a n of It a ii a t h a m- 
bliQr. Wo liavo the authority of Sarahgadhar a himself for 
stating that he was not contemporary with Hammira 0 li o li a n 
of Ranathambh6r, and that his grandfathor, E. a g h n n fi t li a, was 
that prince’s Guru or spiritual teacher. $ A r a h g a d h a r a in his 
Faddhali , and Cl a d ftd k a r a in his Basika Jivan , under tho head 
of (t anonymous,” quote some verses relating toHaminira that 
have no place in the present Kdvya. A p p a y y a D i k e h i t a, 
also, in his Kami laydn anda, oites a verse as an instance of tho 
Ahram dtisayoh ti Alamhdr a of which tho subject is Hammira, 
and which is not to he found in tho work of our author. This

shows that there must ho some other poem in Sanskrit bearing 
the name of Hammira Kdvya j but it may be doubted whether it 
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has any reference to tho history of tho hero of our poem. 
Colonel Tod cloos not inform us in what language the Haw-mine 
Kdvija and tlie Hammira lidud wore written, though ho says ho 
possessed both, and mostly translated with tho assistance of 
his Jain Guru. He does not attempt anything liko a connected 
narrative of Hammira, Indeed, what ho says incitl on tally of 
Hammira does not at all relato to any one individual of that name, 
hub is a jumble of anecdotes rotating to several distinct porsonagos 
bearing the same name. 

I obtained tho Hammira Mcthdkdvya through Mr. Govinda 
Sastri Nirautar of Hilsik, who got it from a friend of Ids. 

The colophon reads — “ The present copy was mado for tlio 
purpose of reading by Nayahaiiisa, a pupil of Jayasimha Sdri, at 
Fmizpur, in tho month of Srfivaun of tho Samvat year 1 tid'd ” 
(a.c. 140G). Possibly this was mado from tho pool’s original 
copy, and, as such, possesses an interest of its own, 
Nayaohandra S u r i ’ s work, as a poetical composition, 
has considerable merits, and dosorvos publication as a specimen 
of tho historical poems so rarely mot with in tho rango of Sanskrit 
litoraturo. Though tho author did not live, lilco 13 it n a and 
Bil liana, in the reign of the hero whoso history ho colohratos, 
yet his work .is not of less historical importance than thoirs. 
Tho information that the poems of Bftna and Bilhana contain 
has been mado accessible to English roaders through tho 
labours of two eminent European Sanskritists. Tho present 
attempt to place the English roador in possession of , tho historical 
information contained in the Hammira Kdvya will, I presume, bo 
acceptable to those who are interested in tho advancement of our 
knowledge of Indian history, 

Following tho custom of othor writers in Sanskrit, who hnvo 
attempted historjpal compositions, our author devotes tho greator 
paid of ono entire chapter, the fourteenth and last, to an ftooouut 
of his lineage, and the reasons that led to tho production of his 
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work, Part of this -will boar reproduction boro in an English 
dross : —

Nripali, — and who honco heoamo known as tho ohiof of those who 
know tho fchroo scioncoH of logic, grammar, and poesy. 

“ To tho lolns-liko GAdi of J a y a s i m li a, N a y a c h a n d r a 
is liko tho life-giving sun ; who is tho ohsohoo of the knowlodgo 
of tho soioncos, who is tho oxoiting moon to tho son. of tho raoes 
of tho poots. This poof, his spirits misod to the height of tho 
subject by a revolution imparled to him in a dream by tho king 
Ham miv a himself, lias composed this poom, 1 which is gratify- 
ing to tho assombly of tlio kings, and in which tho heroic (rasa) 
is clovolopocl. 

" Tlio author in lineal dosoont is tlio grandson of J ay a s iih h a 
S A r i, tho groat poet, but in that of poosy his son.

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mean capacity, escape stepping into that path which even poets 
like T2 till eh! sa a wore not able to avoid ? But a poem thatis replete 
with good matter loses none of its value for a few common- 
places of expression.”. 

The poem begins, as is usual with Sanskrit authors, with invo- 
cations addressed to several deities, and the author has "been at 
the pains of making the invocations seem applicable to both the 
Hindu- gods and some of the Tirthahkaras of the Jainas. This 
procedure calls for remark. Nay a chan dr a Sftri, as his 
name implies, is a Jain by persuasion, and his seeming to invoke ,, 
blessings at the hands of the most prominent members of tlio 
orthodox Hindu pautheon is to bo explained either by the freedom 
of thought so characteristic of the age in which the author lived, 
when the narrow and bigoted intolerance even of the Muslim liad 
begun to appreciate the beauties of the allegorical language of the 
Hindu popular religion, or by tlie strong desire of writing dv ay a film 
(‘having two meanings') verses, with which the author scorns 
possessed.' 3

line of which con be so construed as to apply to either Kflinn or the P&pdnvas, 
at the option of the reader. I have recently been shown a K&vya called the S^ta 
BandMn MaMk&vya, by Hegha Yijaya Gani, a learned Jain of recent times, 
every verse of wbicb can be made to apply alike to H&raa, Krishpa, and Jiuendra. 

In th6 present K&vya the first slola of the NAndi is addressed to the 
Fanny yotis — ‘the divine flame/ — a manifestation of the divine being in whom 
both Hindus and Jainas, especially the Kovali Jainas, believe, Tbe second .Hoka, 
is addressed to NAbhibhfl, which may mean the BramM of thoHindns, ortho son 
of HAbhi (ftisliabha Deva), the first Tirthankara of the Jainas, The third is 
addressed to Sri PArsva, whom the Hindus may take for Yishnu, the Jainas for £3rt 
PArsvanfitha, the 23rd Tirthnukara. The 4th dlaka, is addressed, to Sankara 
Yiravibbn, which may mean either HahAdeva or Mahilvira, the 24th Jain Tirthan- 
kara. The fifth verso is addressed to BhAsvfin Sosftnti, who may either stand 
for the Snn, or fl Snfci, 1 the lflth Jain Tirthankara. The sixth is addressed to 
Samudra Janman, which may be either the Moon, or Neminftth, son of Samndra, 
the 22nd Jain Tirthankara. 







'The hero of ilio poom is H ammtra 0 h o ]i ft n of K a n a s* 
t li a rii b h a p u r a (It a n a t h a m b li o r), a name celebrated in 
Hindi song. Hammira is one of those later lieroes of India 
who measured tbeir swords with tlio Muhammadan conquerors 
and fell in the defence of tlieir independence. Even the history 
of the conquered is not -without interest. The man who fights 
against hope,' — fights because he thinks it his duty to do so, — who 
scorns to how his neck before the oppressor, because ho thinks 
such a course opposed to the ways of his ancient house,' deserves 
■our sympathy and our admiration. Hammira is such a 
character. The poet places him on a par with M ft lidhft tft,* 
Yudhishthira, and It dm a. This is pootical exaggeration, 
but we have no mean measure of praise in the following verses ■; 
and the grounds of eminence mentioned are some of the proudest 
that a Rftjput can cherish, and a rigid maintonanco of which 
singles out the race of the S i s o d y ft s of U d a y a p u r and the 
Hftrfts of K o t ft and B u h d i as the nohlost among the 
chivalry of Rajasthan

Bora in the noble house of tho 0 h o h ft n s, to whom, as Tod 
observes, "the palm of bravery amongst tbe Rftjpnt races must be 
assigned/’ Hammira tried to uphold tho independence of his raoo 
and to make its usages respected, and was for a time preeminently 
successful in his wars against his enemies. Some of these were 
undertaken to protect those who had sought refuge with him 
{saranfl), and so far were disinterested. Indeed, he fell in a war 
undertaken to protect a Mongol nobleman who had fled to him from 
the tyranny of ’A 1 ft u’d-d In, “In the third year of tho roign of 
* Ainu’ d* din, a nobleman, whom he had disgraced togk refuge with 
Hammira, the Chohftn prince of Ranathambhftr, one of the strongest 
forts in India. ’A 1 ft u’d-d 1 n demanded the delinquent of the

The Eamnura MaMMvya is divided into fourtoon cantos, of 
which tho first four aro ooncornod with tlio horo’s ancestors,*— tho 
Chohiins, many of whom woro paramount lords of India. ‘ Tho 
empire belongs to tho OholuV is an admitted Indian historical 
fiction, and tho mere monlion of tho names of tho old kings, many 
of whom wore tho lords paramount of India, accompanied as it 
is with much poetical nonsonso, carrios our lmowlodgo of thorn 
a stop further than tho researches of Colonols Wilford and Tod, 

Tho narrativo is, all through, vory unovon. Tho gonealogy of 
the 0 ho h/lns, as given in tho first throo olrnp tors, though with 
some more names than aro to bo found in Todb list, cannot bo 
regarded as satisfactory. Tho author roally knew nothing about 
the moroanoiont kings of tho raoo ; tho names aro simply brought 
in to give him opportunities of displaying his power for pootioal 
conceits, and thus tho accounts of tho priuoos about whom ho had 
no- historical information aro Bllod with fanoiful o on o op lions, in 
which sorno of tho natural phonomona aro oxplainod with admir- 
able Qontoinpt of tho teachings of tho “proud philosophy” of 
Nature, From Prithviril j a Ohohftn to tho death of Ham- 
m i r a them amative is fairly historic j but tho author now and thou, 
even hero, rolapses into rhapsody wliioh amounts to a confession 
of liis ignorance of tho .historical facts of tho roign in hand. 
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Onnfcos Y.-VIL of tlio poom arc taken up, according to tlio 
rules of Sanskrit opio pootry, with descriptions of the seasons, and 
iho sports and festivities in which Hammira ongagod. Thoso 
cantos, as not possessing any historical value, may bo ignored in 
this precis of tlio poom, I pass over a long lecture also on NUi- 
Mdm which Juitrasingh, tlio father of Hammira, is made to deliver 
to Hammira. Ohand gives a similar dissorLation on grammar in 
liis Triihvirdja litfsau. 

With thoso introductory romarks, 'I como to tho Vilrmja 
Varainnarii, i, c„ tho account of tho ancestry of H a m m i r a . 
and, in order to givo some faint icloa of tho author’s stylo of writing, * 
I shall, in tho following, attompt somo sort of translation of tlio 
first few roigns. Tho stylo throughout is so ornato, inflated, and 
redundant, and tho tendency of tho author to punning is so per- 
sistant, that a longer translation is as difficult as tho task would 
bo tedious : — 

“ Onoo upon a timo, BrahmA wauclorod in search of a holy 
plaoo whore to hold asaorifloo. Tlio lotus which ho hold in his 
hand foil on tho ground, as if unable to boar tho superior beauty 
of tho lotus -like palm of tlio god. Tho god from this circumstance 
regarded tho spot whoro tho lotus foil as an auspioious ono, and 
there, freed from anxiety, commoncod tho saorifloo. Anticipating 
porsooution from tho DAnnvils, tho god romomborod tho tho usand- 
rayod ono ( Iho 8m), when a being, his face surrounded by a halo of 
radian oo, oamo down from tlio orb of tho sun. Him, tho destroyer,, 
B rah m A appointed to tho work of promoting tho sacrilioo.

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four-faced Creator, he ruled over the heads of Hie longs, ns his 
ancestor the sun rul os over the hoads of tho mountains, Bali, 
mortified at seeing the glory of liis oharity eclipsed by the greater 
charity of this king, has hidden himself -in tlio n other world j 
for what else could a man afflicted with shame do ? Tito moon, 
taken to task by this princo for attempting to rival his glory, 
every month hides lumsolf, through fear, in tho sun’s disk, and 
comes out as if desirous of propitiating the offended king by 
presenting him with the brilliant orb. The firo of the king’s 
valour- has so burnt the gardens of tho fame of his onomies, that 
the smoke issuing from tho conflagration, nsconding into the 
atmosphere, has to this day left its marie, in the blue sky. Tho 
Keshan fig a, whon lie hoard of the fame of this princo, was 
tempted to nod approval, but, fearing that tho earth ro sting on 
his hoods might be thoreby convulsed with pain, refrained Iron 
giving way to the generous impulse, Angry thaL his son should 
rival him in glory, the king deprived tlio oooau of Ins wealth of 
gravity. Are not sometimes fathors made to suffov for tho faults 
of their sons? By the name of Oh oh An, this princo became 
the shoot of tho family tree, sorved by tho poets ; famous in tho 
three worlds ; the bearer in abundance of human pearls.

The above paragraphs may suffice to show the style of fids#*®* 
eulogy used by tlio poet in disposing of those princes of whom be, 
had no historical Information to give.

Ajaya Deva or Anandeva, son of Jayap&la (a.d. 1000); Bijyadova 
and TJdayadeva were his brothers. 

Somes vara, son of Ajaya Deva, married Ruk&bfli, the daughter of 
Anangap&la of Dehli. His brothers were Hauhar&i and Jaitrasinha, 
Goelwdl Kanhardi’s son idvaradds turned Muhammadan. 

Frithvi Rija (a.d, 1176), son of Somesvara, obtained Dohli ; slain 
by Shahflbn’d-dtn, S, 1249, a.d. 1193, 

Renas! (a.d. 1192), sonofPrithvmija, slain in the sack of Delili, 

Yijayardja, son of Ckabadadeva, the second son of Somesvara 
(adopted, successor to Ppitihvirarja; his name is on the pillar at 
Delili). 

LAkhanst, son of Yijayardja, had twenty- one sons; seven of whom 
were legitimate, the others illegitimate, and founders of mixed 
tribes. Prom La khan si there wero.twenty-six: generations to Hoimd 
Sinhnj the chief ofHhnrdnd (in Ool. Tod’s time), the nearest lineal 
descendant of Ajayapdla and Pfithvirdja), 

As observed before, up to the time of Prithvird j a, the last

WJiilo P ri t h v i r ft j a was ruling ovor bis subjects withjustice, 
and keeping his onomios in terror, Shuhftbu’d-dm was vigorously 
trying to subjugate the earth. Tho kings of tho 'West, suffering 
greatly at his hands, ohosa & r i Uha u d r ar ft j ft, son of G o v i n» 
d a l* ft j a, as their spokesman, and in a body came Lo I* ri Lh v i- 
r ft j a, Aftor tlio mistomary presents had boon offered, tho suppliant 
kings softtod thorn solves in tho prosouco of P r i t h v i r ft j a, who, 
seeing tliOHOttlod gloom of thoir oountouancos, asked the reason of 
their sorrow. 0 ha n d r ar ft j a replied to him that a Muhammad- 
an named ShaliftbiiM dtn bad arisen for tho destruction of kings, 
and that ho had pillaged, arid burnt most of thoir cities, defiled 
thoir women, and reduced thorn altogoLhor to a misorablo plight* 
"Sire," said ho, “thevo is seareoly a mountain-pont vallay in tho 
country but is iiliod to snllboation with llftjpule who have fled 
thither for pmtootion from his tyranny, A RAjpnt has but to 
appear boforo liiin in arms, when at once ho is Imhsfomsd to 
Tama’s gloomy roulm, Mo thinks 8 h ah ft b n’d-d i n is Para- 
ft u r ft m a come down to this earth again for tho ostirpalion of tho 
warrior msto.

P ri t h v i vit j a was lillod with auger when lie heard Litis 
account of t]io misdeeds of ShahAbn’d-din, bis lmad wan rained to 
Ins mouslacbo by the Tohomonoo of his fcoliugs, and 1m declared 
to the assembled princes that bo would force this ftlmMIm'iUlm 
fto bog tboir pardon on bis knees with bis bands and foot heavily 
manacled and fettered, else bo woro no true ClinliAn. 

Alto some days, P r i L b v i v A j a, with an efficient army, sot 
out for Mult A n, and. after sovorrd marches entered into llm 
onomy’s country. SlmliAbu’d-dbt, when bo board of the king’s 
approach, also advanced to oncountor him, In the battle whi$U 
ensued, PrithvirAjn took ShnliAbu’d-dtn captive, and was 
thus enabled to fulfil Ids vow : for ho obligod fcho haughty 
Muhammadan on bis knees to ask forgiveness of Lho princes whom 
bo had despoiled. His vow now fulfilled, P f i l h v i r A j a ,,giavo 
rich presents and gifts to the suppliant princes, and sent them to 
their respective homos. Ho also allowed S h ah A b u’tWL f n 
to go to Mu I t Ah, bestowing on 1dm like gifts. 

Shahfibu’d-dhi, though thus well treated, felt hitlorly 
iporlified at the dofeat ho had sustained. 8 oven times after thin 
did he odvanco on F y ith v i r A j a to avongo his dofeat, each time 
with greater preparations than boforo, but each timo Was signally 
'defeated by the Hindu monarch, 

■When Shah A bu’d-dln saw that ho could not conquer 
PriUiv.irAja oithor by the force of his' arms or by fho 
ingenuity ■' ofbis stratagems and tactics, ho communicated an 
account of Ids snobossivo defeats to lho king of the Q h a t ft i k a 10 

v0 Might not thi# he.ttujuno for the modem Kumbhori p 
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country and solicited liis aid. This be obtained in the form of 
many horses and men from the king’s army. Thus reinforced, 
S h a k ft b n’d-d i n rapidly advanced upon D e h 1 i, which bo at 
once captured . The inhabitants were panic-stricken, and fled from 
the city in every direction . P r i t k v i r ftj a was greatly surprised 
at this, and said that this Shaluibu’d-din was acting like a 
naughty child, for he had already been defeated several times by 
him, and as often allowed to go unmolested to his capital. 
P r i t h v i r si j a, elated with his former victories over the enemy, 
gathered the small force that was about him, and with Lhis 
handful of men advanced to meet the invader. 

Slightly attended as the king was, Shalnibu’d-din was greatly 
terrified at the news of the approach of the king, for he rernom- 
bered too well the former defeats and humiliations sustained at 
his hands. In the night, therefore, he sent some of his con- 
fidential servants into the king’s camp, and through them, with 
promises of large sums of money, lie seduced from their allegiance 
the king’s master of the liorse and the royal musicians. He 
Lhen sent a large number of his Muhammadans secretly to the 
enemy’s camp, who entered it early in the morning, when the 
moon in the west had scarcely reached the horizon, and the 
sun was but beginning to illuminate the east. 

All was now uproar and confusion in the king’s camp. Some 
cried out, “ Ob, brave comrades ! up and to your arms ! Haste, 
haste! the enemy has approached and taken ns by surprise. Let 
us fight cud return conquerors to our homes or to heaven !” 
While the king’s followers were thus preparing to meet thoir 
assailants, the disloyal master of the king’s horse, as advised by 
his seducers, saddled and brought forth as the king's charger 
that day a horse styled H ft fc y ft r a m b li a (‘ leader of the dance’) ; 
and the musicians, who were waiting their opportunity, when 
the king had mounted, began to play upon their instruments 
tunes that were the king’s favourites.

the all important business of the moment. 

The Muhammadans took advantage of tho king’s i nil ol once 
anti made a vigorous attack. The Rajputs, under tho circum- 
stances, could do little. Seeing this, P f i t h vir A j a alighted 
from his horso and sat on tho ground. With tlio sword in his 
hand he cut down mauy Muhammadans. Monu while, a Muham- 
madan taking tho king unawares from behind, throw Jiis bow 
round his nook and throw tho king proatmto to tho ground, while 
other Muhammadans bound him captive, From this time, the 
royal captive rofnsod all food and rest. 

PrithvirAja, before ho sot out to onoouutor SliuhAbu’iUliri, 
had commanded ITd a y a. r A j a to follow him to attack tho enemy. 
TJ day ami j a 11 reached tho battlefield just about tho time whim 
tho Muhammadan^ had succeeded in taking PrithvirAja captive, 
But Shah A b.u’il-d 1 n, fearing tho oonsocpicuoos of further 
fighting with TJ d ay ar Aj a, rotired into tho city, taking with 
him tho captive monarch, 

When UdayarAja hoard of tho captivity of P r x fc by i v A j a, 
his hoart throbbed heavily with pain, Ho wished himself in tho 
place of PrithvirAja, Ho was unwilling to return buck 
leaving tho king to his fato. Snob a courso, ho said, would bo 
detrimental to his fair namo, in his own country of Go, u r a d o A a. 

, Ho therefore laid siogo to tho city of tho onomy (Y o g i n 1 p n r a 
or D o li 1 V which, S- h a h A b n’tl-d i n had takon possession of 
before .this battle),' and sat beforo the galos for a- whole month, 
lighting day and night, .

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him captive and then dismissed him with honours. Shah Aim'd- 
din was not pleased -with this noble speaker, to whom he replied 
sharply that councillors like him wero the sure destroyers of 
kingdoms. The angry Shahilbu’d-d'in then ordered that P r i t h- 
vir Aj a should he taken into the fortress. "When this order 
was given, all the brave people bung their necks with shame j 
and the righteous, unable to suppress the tears gathering in their 
eyes, lifted them towards heaven. Prithvirnja a few days 
after this breathed his last and went to heaven. 

When TJdayaraja learnt of the death of his friend, he 
thought that the best place of abode for him now was that only 
whither his late friend had sped. He therefore gathered together 
all liis followers and led them into the thickest of the battle, and 
there fell with his whole army, securing for himself and them 
eternal happiness in heaven. 

When H a r i r a j a learnt the sad news of the death of P r i t h- 
v i r a j a, his sorrow knew no bounds. With tears gushing from 
his eyes, he performed the funeral ceremonies for the deceased 
monarch and then ascended the throne. He had not ruled long 
when the king of Guj'ar at, in order to secure his favour, sent 
to him some dancing women from his country as presents . 12 
These girls were exceedingly beautiful and highly accomplished, 
and they drew to themselves the king’s heart so much that all his 
time was usually spent in their company, in listening to their 
music and seeing their dancing. At last matters came to such a 
pass that most of his revenues were squandered on musicians and 
dancers, and nothing was loft with which to pay the salaries of 
the servants of the state, who naturally were disgusted with the 
king and his manners. His snbjects also were dissatisfied. 

10 Giijfirf t iii ancient times ■was famous for the. number and beauty of its 
dancing girls. One of its kings was forced to give his daughter in marriage 
to an auciont Persian king, who took with him from the country 1200 dancing 
girls.

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Apprised of those circumstances, Sh a h A b u'd-d i n thought 
this a favourable opportunity for destroying XI ft r i v A j a tuul his 
power, IIo tlioroforo marched Ilia army into the country of 
Ha ri r A j a. Kvor since tho death of P ri t li vi r fi j a, H a r i- 
v a j a had vowed not to boo ovgu tho Ihco of tho hated Muslim, 
and ho passed his time, as described, in tho company of women. 
He was therefore ill prepared to meet SludiAbu’d-diu in tlio 
battle-field. As a last resource, H ar ir Aj a dolurinirmd to per- 
form tho f sale, 1 Ho gathorod togothor all tho members of Jus 
family, and ascondod tho funoral pilo along with thorn, and so 
went to tho other world,

Ilarirfij a had no son, and 8hahAlufd-diu pressed Ids 
followers hard. In tho utmost oonfusion and misery, therefore, 
thoy assembled in council to deliberate on tho course they hud 
host adopt. Thoy woro now, they said, without a louder, while 
their army was so disorganized that it could not look tho enemy 
in tho face, fehahubn’d-din was a groat warrior and thoy wore 
weak. It was impossible that thoy should bo ublo to protect 
thomsol vos and their capital, T'lioy tlioroforo resolved to abandon 
tho country to its fate, and go and livo under tho protection of 
a o vi n d a r A j a, tho grandson of Pri thvi r A j a, who, having 
boon b unis hod tho kingdom by his fathor, had by his bravery 
acquired a new kingdom and established his capital at U a u a- 
thambh&r.

BAlhaiia kid two sons—Prah 1 A d a, Lho oldor, and 
V Agbhata, Lho younger. Being brought up and oducatcd to- 
gether, fchoro was bolwoon thorn very groat broLliorly affection, 
When tlioy camo of ago, their fall) or, who had grown old and 
feeble, placed his older son, P r a h 1 A d a, upon tho gddi, and 
appointed Lho yonngor, V Agbliafca, to tho post of prime mi- 
nister. Tho old king did not long survive this avrjvngomont. 
PrahlAda was a just king, and, as bo ruled mildly, his 
subjects wore contontod. 

Ono day, howovor, ns fiito would havo it, ho wont out to tho • 
for os L to hunt. Tho hunting party was a grand ono. Thoro 
worn many dogs with thorn, and tho party was drossod in blue 
clothes. Merrily tlioy wont that day over hill and dalo, and tho 
prey was unusually heavy. Many a mighty lion was mado to 
hi to tho dust. ‘YVhilo tho party was thus engaged, tho king saw 
a big lion lying at bis oaso in a patch of tall rood grass, and, 
being doxLovous with his bow, aimed an arrow at tho lion and 
killed him, Tho attendants of tho king raised a shout of joy 
at this feat of royal archery, which had tho effect of rousing from 
his sluniboi'S another lion that was bard by, but of whoso prosenco 
they woro not aware. In an instant tho brute rusbotl on tho 
king with’ tho swiftnoss of lightning, and soiling ono of tho 
king’s arms in his mouth Loro it from tho body. This sad accident 
put a stop to tho sport, and tho party boro tho wounded monaroh 
homo, whoro tho offeots of tho poison of tho animal’s bito termi- 
nated his lifo, 

Tho death-bod of tho king wns an affooting soono. Ho plaood 
on tho gddi his son V 1 r a n A r A y a n a, and callod to his prosenco 
V A g b h a t a, his brothov and minister, and said to him that tho 
throe (pialitios of hravory, penetration, and circumspootion woro 
lho main stays of ft monaroh ; but that thoso woro acquisitions 
to which pooplo attained in tlioir majority. Barely wore they 
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possessed by inexperienced youths. “ My eon,” said lie, “ is yofc 
a, cliitcl, and ho knows only how to sloop and .rise again to play.

V Iran A r A y a n a from his vory childhood was a naughty and 
unnmnngeablo hoy; and YAgbhal a, convinced of this, could 
not find it in liia heart to hold out fcho language of tlmuded hope 
to liis dying and beloved broflior.

When V i r a n A r A y a n a camo of ago, a mavriago wan tirrunged 
beLweon him and the daughter of the KaahharAha prince of J n, y a- 
p u r, aucUio sot out for A m imp u r (Amber), tlio capital of 
the KachhavAha. On tho way Ylran. Ar A,y a u a and his pnrty 
were pursued by 3 o 1 A 1 n 5 d-d hi, ami had to turn hack to 
Ra na tkaihbhfiv without boing ahlo to marry tlio JayapurAni. 
Xloro a groat battle ensued, but neither party obtained tho advan- 
tage. J o 1 A I u’tl-tl i i\ "saw that it would bo di lUault to compror 
YrrunAr Ay an a in tho Hold, and therefore dotorininod to 
entrap him into his power by stratagem. Iter the present, there- 
fore, ho returned to his country; bat after some days ho emit a 

■ very nattering message to V Srun A r Ay aim through ono of his 
most trusted eorvaiits. . , tPho messenger represented te' Y ir an A- 
r ayana that lie undteolAlh’ chdin YditetlW dttbniuVmoon in tho

L .ttembly, pleased with tho gallantry displayed hy tlio prinoo in tho 
lat 0 Avay, : isbeght his friendship, He also represented how good

Though a follow or of tho Vafas, II a m m Jr a hero worshipped 
at tho tomplo of It i s h a b h a D 6 v a, — for tho groat clo not make 
invidious distinctions. Tho king was also present at a rooilation 
in honour of V as tup Ah Ho stayed for some days at tho 
hormitago of V a s i s h t li a, and, bathing in tho M an d A Ic i u t, 
paid his dovotions to A oh a 1AA vara. Hero ho was much 
astonished at seeing tho works which A r j u n a had executed. 

The Idng of A b A was a famous warrior, but his prowess little 
availed him at this juncture, and he was obliged to submit to 
Hammirn. 

.Leaving A b A, tho king .arrivod at Yard dhanapura, 
which city he plundered and dospoilod. OliangA mot with tho 
same fato, Honed, by way of Ajmor, Hamm Jr a went to 
Piishkai'ft, whore ho paid Ins dovotions to AdivarAha 
(the primeval boar), From Pushkara tho prince repaired 
to Akambhari, On tho way tho , towns or Mur lint A, x “ 
K k a n d i 1 1 a, 0 h a ni d A, and K A A k r o 1 1 woro 'plundered, 
T r i b li u .v a u 6 n d r a came to seo him at I< A ii k v o 1 1, and 
. presented to him many rich -gifts. 



After, haying _ accomplished those brilliant exploits, Hammlva 
returned to his capital, Thoudvont of , tho king caused a groat 
commotion thoro, All tho great officers of state, headed by 
E);h ar m a sin gh, came out in procession to roecivo thoir 
viofomras mouavoh. The streets wore lined by loving subjects 
eager;td-geb a; glimpse of thoir king,

Some clays after this, H a m m 1 r a inquired of his spiritual 
guide,' Y i s v a r u p a, as to tho efficacy of the merits arising from 
the performance of a sacrifice called the Koit-yajna t and being 
answered by tho high priest that admittance into Svarga~loka 
was secured by the performance of the sacrifice, the king ordered 
that preparations should bo made for the KoUijajna, Accord- 
ingly, learned Brftlimons from all parts of the country wore 
convened, and the sacrifice was completed according to the ordi- 
nances laid down for its performance in tho holy tidstr as. The 
Br&kmahs were sumptuously feasted, and handsome dalcshinas 
were given to them. To crown all, the king now entered on the 
Mimivrata, which he was to observe for an entire month. 

While these things were taking place at ftaiiathambh&r, 
many ohanges had occurred at D ehli, where ’Alau’d-di n was 
now reigning. Apprised of what was passing at Ra^atham- 
, bh6r, he commanded his yonnger brother Ulugh Kh /In 10 to 
take an army with him into the 0 h o h a n country and to lay 
it waste. “Jait rasing li,” he said, “paid us tribute; but 
this son of his not only does not pay the tribute, but takes every 
opportunity of showing the contempt in which ho holds us. 
Here is an opportunity to annihilate his power.” Thus com- 
manded, U 1 n g h It h ft n invaded the Ranatharablio r country 
with an army of 80,000 horse. When this army reached the 
Y arnanflsfi riyer, it was found that the roads which led into 
the enemy’s eountry were not practicable, for cavalry. Ulngh 
Khan, therefore, enoamped here for some days, burning and 
destroying the villages in the neighbourhood, 

The king at Ranathambh&r, not haying yet completed 
the Mumvrata^ was unable to take the field, in person. He 
therefore despatched his generals, BhSmasin gix and Dhar- 
m a s ing h, to drive away the invaders. [ The king’s army came

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upon the invaders at a place on the V a r n a n « 6 fi, and gained 
a decisive advantage over the enemy, great numbers of 'whom 
were killed. Contenting him self with the advantage thus gained, 
Bhlmasingh began to retrace his steps towards R a n a t h a m- 
h h dr, TJlngh Khan secretly following him with the main body 
of his army. Now it so happened that the soldiers ofBhima- 
« i n g h, who had obtained immense booty, were anxious to carry 
ft home safely, and, in their anxiety to do this, they outstripped 
their chief, who had aronnd him only a small band of his personal 
followers, When Bhlmasingh had thus gained the middlo 
f of the Hindavat pass, in the pride of victory he ordered the 
kettledrums and other musical instruments he bad captured from 
the enemy to be vigoronsly sounded, This aofc had an unforeseen 
and disastrous consequence, TTlugh Kh A n had ordered his 
army to follow Bhimasingliiu small detachments, and had 
commanded them to fell on him wherever ho should sound his 
martial instruments, which they were to understand as the signal, 
of some great advantage 1 gained over the enemy. When the 
detaohed parties, therefore, of the Kuhammadans heard the sound 
of the nag&ras, they poured into the pass from all sides, and , 
Ulugh Khia alsopoming up began to fight with Blilm a- 
smgh. The Hindu general fora time nobly sustained the 
unequal combat, hut was at last wounded and killed. After 
gaming this signal advantage over the enemy, Ulugh Khan 
returned to Dehli. 

Hem n^.lra, after the completion of the sacrifice, learnt 
the details of the battle and of tho death of his general 
Bhlmasingh. He upbraided B h a r m a s i n g h for desert- 
tasiugh, and called him blind, as he could not see 
Kh H n was on the traok of the . army. , He also 
i^hpgfttefUfc, as he did not rush to the r^oue of ^ him a- 
fdtfifent'V^ith thus upbraiding Eh armasingh, 
^ general tobqbhnd&d and castrated.

Dharmasingh was also superseded in the command of the 
army byBbojaDeva, a natural brother of the R&ja, and a 
sentence of banishment was passed upon him, but, at Bh oja’s 
intercession, it was not carried out, 

Dharmasingh, thus mutilated and disgraced, was bitterly 
mortified at the treatment he had received at the king's hands, 
and resolved to be avenged, In pursuance of his determination, 
he contracted an intimate friendship with one R fi dh a D 6 y i, a 
courtesan, who was a great favourite at court. Radhfl D&vl 
kept her blind friend well acquainted every day as to what was 
passing at court. One day it so happened that R ft d h a D 6 v i* 
returned home quite cross and dejected, and when her blind friend 
asked her the causo of her low spirits, she answered that the 
king had lost that day many horses of the v edha disease, and 
consequently paid little attention to her dancing and singing, 
and that this state of things, in all probability, was likely to 
continue long. The blind naan bade her be of good cheer, as 
he would see ere long that all was right again. She was only to 
take the opportunity of insinuating to the king that Dhar- 
masingh, if restored to his former post, wonld present the king 
with twice the number of horses that had lately died, Ra- 
dhfi D 6 y 1 played her part well, and the king, yielding to 
avarioe, restored Dharmasingh to his former post. 

Dharmasingh thus restored, only thought , of revenge. He 
pandered to the king f s avarioe, and by his oppression and exactions 
reduced the rayats to a miserable condition and made them detest 
their monarch. He spared no one from whom anything could 
be got — horses, money, anything worth; having, The king, 
whbse treasury h^t^us replenished, was i niuqh^ptSsised with his 
blind minister, who,,, flashed, with success, ;nqw called on B h o j a 
to render an account of .his depaa^ment, Bhoja knew the 
blind man grudged him his , office, ,amd going to the king he , in- 
formed him of all Dharmasingh’s schemes, and applied 









Lo him for protection from tho minisLor’s tyranny. J3ut H a m~ 
m i r a paid no attention to tho representations of U h o j a, 
tolling him that as Dha rmasingh was entrusted with full 
powers, and could do whatovor ho thought proper, it was 
necessary others should obey his orders. B li o j a, when ho saw 
that tho Icing’s mind was turned from him, submitted to his 
property being confiscated and brought into tho king’s coffers 
as orderod by D h a r m a s i n g' h, As in duty bound, however, 
lid still followod his ohiof whorovor ho wont. Ono day tho king 
went to pay his devotions at the tomplo of V a i j a n A t It, and 
seeing Bhoja in his train, scornfully remarked to a oourtior, 
who stood by, that tho earth was full of vilo beings ; bub tho 
vilest- orealuro on eavtli was fcho'orow, who, though deprived of his 
last feather by tho angry owl, still clung to his habitation on tho 
old tim Bhoja understood tho intent of fcho romark, and that 
it was lovollcd at him. Deeply mortified, ho return od homo and 
communicated his disgraoo to his younger brother Pita m a. 
Tho two brothers now roaolvod to loavo tho country, and tho 
next clay Bhoja wont to H ammlra and humbly prayed to 
bo allowed loavo to undertake a pilgrimage to BanAvas. Tho 
king granted his request, adding that ho might go to Ban A ran or 
further if ho ohoso,— that thoro was no danger of tho town boing 
deserted on his aooount. To this insolent spoooh Bhoja made 
no reply. Ho bowed and withdrew, and soon after started for 
BauAras, The Icing was dolightod atBhojaD ova’s doparfcuro, 
and he conferred 1 the KotwAlsldp vaoatod by him on Ratip ftln. 

When Bhoja reached "S }iir A % ho tefloottid on the, sad turn 
his affairs had taken, and resolved that- tlio wanton insults heaped 
npouVhim should not go unavenged, In this mind, with his 
brother. P H a m a, ho went to Yoginipur a, and there - waited 



- upon ’A 1 A-u-d'djSn. Tho Muhammadan ohiof was much pleased 

with B h o j a ’s arrival at his ooiu-t. He treated him with dis- 
tinguished honoui*, add; i bestowed upon , him the town and 



territory of J agar A. as a jahftgir. Honcoforth Pita m a live cl 
lioro, anti tlio other members of 15 h o j a’s family, while ho himself 
utayocl at court, ’A 1ft u’d-d in’s object was to learn It am- 
m i r a'a affairs, and ho therefore lavished proson-ts and honours 
on B h o j a, who gradually became entirely dovotod to the interests 
of his now mas tor, 

Convinced of B h o j a's dovotion to his cause, ’Alftu’d-din one 
day ashed him, in private, if thoro wore any oasy and practicable 
moans of subduing K a m m i r a? B h o j a imsworod that it was no 
easy matter to conquer Hammir a, a king who was tho torror 
of tho kings of K u n t a 1 a, M a d li y a d o j 5 a (Ooniral India), A it- 1 
g a d o 6 a and tho far IC ft n o li i*~-a king who was master of the 
six rju n&s and tho throo kiidi^ and who commando d a vast and 
powerful army — a king whom all other kings foarod and obeyed, 
and who had a most valiant brother in Y 1 ram a, tho conqueror 
of many princes — a king who was served by tho foarloss M o li- 
ft 1 o 1 chiefs M a him ft h ft li i and others, who, aftor defeating his 
brother, had do hod ’A 1 ft id d-d In himself. Hot only had 
H a m m i v a ahlo gonorals, said Blioja, but thoy woro all attach- 
ed to him, Seduction was impossible save in one quarter, 
One man only had his prico in tho oourb oil If a m m 1 r a. What 
a blast of wind was to a lamp, what tlio oloucl was to tho lolusos, 
what night was to tho sun, what tho company of women was 
to ait ascetic, what avarioo was to all other qualities, that was 
this ono man to Hammir a— tho sure causo of disgrace and 
destruction, Tlio present time, too, said Blioja, was not ill 
suitod for an expedition against Hammir a. Thoro was a 
bumper harvest this year in tlio C h o h ft n country and if ’A 1 ft ti’d- 
d i n could hut snatch it from tho peasantry boforo it could bo 
stored away he would induoo them, as thoy already suffered from 
tho blind man's tyranny, to forsake tho otuiso of II a m m i r a. 

'A 1 ft u’d-d 1 n liked B h o j a’s idea, and forthwith commanded 
Ulugh Kliftn to invade llaniniiva’s country with am army of 
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100,000 horse, Ulugh lClmn’s army now poured over the land 
like an irresistible torrent, -Mho chiefs through whoso territories 
it passed bonding like roods boforo it. Tho army llius reached 
H in d a v si t, when tho nows of its approach and intention was 
carriod to H a m m i r a, Thoroupon tho Hindu king convened 
a eouncil, and deliberated on tho course they had best adopt. It 
was rosolvod that V 1 r a m a and tho rest of tho eight groat oilicors 
of state. should go and do battlo with tho enemy. Accordingly, 
tho king's goner ah divided tho army into eight divisions, and 
foil on tho Mnlinnuuadaiis from all -the eight points of tho 
'compass at once, 'Vi ram a came from the east, amt M-n h i in- 
as ft hi from the wost. From the south advanced J a j tulii va, 
while G arb'h a r ft k a advanced from (lie north. From the 
south-east came It a t i p ft 1 a, while T i e liar Mo u g o l directed 
the a Ida ole from tho north-west. It a u mu a 1 la eamo from the 
north-oast, wlhlo V ai ch ara chose tho south west for his direc- 
tion of attack. Tho Itftjpuls sot to their work with vigour. 
Soiuo of thorn iillctl tho enemy’s on Iron ehmonts with earth and 
rubbish, whilo others sot onlirolho wooden fortification raised by 
tho Muhammadans. Obhors, again, out tho ropes of their touts. 
■Tho Muhammadans stood to their arms and vauntingly said they 
would mow down tho Bftjpnls like grass. Both sides fought 
with dospemto conmgo; but tho Muhammadans at last gave 
way before tho repeated attacks of tho It Aj puts, Many of them, 
ThodMorOj lpft tho hold and flod for thoir lives. After a timo llioir 
oxamplo was Mowed by the whole of tho Muhammadan army, 
which fled ignomimoMly fdfih the haihloRrid." leaving IhcBftjputH 
.COntjileLi! masters uf if. 

i, iho hai i ll 1 was iH'it, idle modest Itajpuis wmd. o\er 
the, [fleldi 'ire gathiu' Iheir item! and wnundi'd. In fhis suarcli they 
obtained uht|lfhhol'y and arms, elephn ids um| hol'ses. Some uf

, forced- them to sell 1 biiliferipilk, in' ^ry-town they passed through. 




Hamintr a was exceedingly delighted at tho signal victory 
over the enemy gained by Ilia generals. JIo hold a grand dnrbftr 
in honour of tho event, !u tho darbAr tins king invested 
It a t i pit l a with a gold on chain — comparing him, in Ida spoooh, 
to tho war olopluiut that lmd richly do, served tho golden band. 
All tho other nobles and soldiers woro also rewarded according 
to their desert^ and graciously ordorod back to their respootivo 
homes. 

All but the M o n g o 1 chiefs left tho prosonoo. Jt a m m i r a 
observed this, and kindly askod them tho reason of their lagging 
■bellied. Thoy answer ad that llioy wore loth to shoatho thoir* 
r words and retire to thoir houses before they had chastised tho 
ungrate ful .11 h uj a, who was enjoying himself in his jahAgir at 
.1 a g a r A. Oh account of the relation in winch ho stood to the 
king, said thoy, they lmd up to this timo allowed .11 ho j a to 
live ; bat lie now no longer deserved this forboaranoo, as it was 
at his instigation that tho enemy hud invudud tho It a n a* 
t ha mbhdr territory. Thoy therefore askod permission of tho 
king to march on Jag aril and attack ,11 ho j a. Tho king 

grunted tho request, mid at onoo tho Mongols loft tho palaoo for 
J agar A. Thoy took tho town by storm, and taking! 1 Hama 
captive, with many others, brought him bade to B a n a t h a m- 
b h A r. . 

Ulugh KliAn a dor his disoomfltuvo hastily rotirod to Dolili 
and apprised his brother of what lmd happened. Ilia brother 
taxed him with coward icoj bat Ulugh KhAn excused his 
flight by roprosonting that it was tho only courso' opon ,to him, 
undor, tho oircioimtauoes, which could ouablo hmv.To "havo tho 
pleasure of onqo moro sooing his brotlior in this world, and havo 
anothor opportunity of fighting with .tho, 0 h o h A n, Soarooly 
had U 1 n g h K h A it done with his oxorisos, when in oamo B h o j ir, 
rod with angov, IIo spread tho' oloth which ho bad worn as ah 
upper garmont on tho ground, and began to roll upon it- as -piio 
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possessed with an ovil spirit muttering iueohoronlly all the 
while, ’Alita’d-clia was not a little annoyed at tills strange 
conduct, and inquired tho reason of it. B h o j a replied that it 
would bo difficult for him over to forgot v hho nnsforbuno that 
had over taken him that day ; for Mali im a a a h i having paid a 
visit to Jag ar A, had oarriod it by assault and dragged his 
brothor Pitama into captivity before Hamm Ira, 'Well 
might pooplo now, said Bho j a, point tho fingor of scorn at him, 
and say, Hove is tho man who lias lost his all in tho hope of 
getting moro, Helpless and forlorn, ho could not now trust 
t himself to lie on tho earth, as it all belonged now to H a m m Ira; 
and he had tlioroforo spread his garmont, on which to roll in 
grief whioh had deprived him of tlio power of standing. 

Already tho firo of anger was kindled in tho breast of ’A 1 An YU 
din at the talo of tho dofeafc his brother had sustained, and 
B li o j a’s spoooh added fuel to tho firo, Throwing to tho ground, 
in tho vehemence of his feelings, tho turban ho had on, ho said 
Ham mir a’s folly was liko that of ono who thought ho could 
tread upon tho lion’s mano with impunity, and vowed ho would 
exterminate tlio whole raoo of tlio 0 h o h A n s, Then at onco ho 
despatched letters to tho kings of various countries, calling upon 
them to join him in a war against Ha mm Ira. The kings of 
A h g a, T o 1 a ii g n, M a g a d h a, Maisflr, Kali h g a, B a 11 g a, 
B ho t, Mo d ap ft t, P an o h ill, B A ng ft l, 17 T h a mi m, B hi 1 1 a, 
Ho pftl, Dfthal, and boot o Himalayan chiefs, wl m also oboyod 
the summons,, brought their respective quotas to swell tho Invad- 
ing army. Amongst this . niisoollaneoW libst there woro some 
who came on account of tho lovo they borft to tho goddoss of war, 
■while./others woro thero who lmd boon drawn into tho ranks of 
, theinyacUreby the lovo' of plunder. Others, again,, only oamo 
to he Spe.otators- of tho desperate fighting that was oxpootod to 

' ' VI spoil those namoa tig they avo iu tht> 'original. 
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lake plneo. Whore wad such a thronging' of elephants, horsos, 
chariots, and mon that thoro was scarcoly room for ono to thrust 
a grain of Uht amidst tho crowd. With this mighty concourse, 
tho two brofchorH, N u s v a t K li A, n and Ulugh K. h An, started 
for tho II a n u t h a lii b h A v country. 

’A 1 A u’d-d i n with a small roLiuuo stayed behind with tho 
• object of inspiring tlio TtAjputs with a droad of tho reserves that 
must luivo necessarily romainod with him, thoir king. 

Who numbers in tho army wore so groat that they drank up 
all tho water of tho rivers on tho lino of march. It was thorofovo 
found necessary not to halt tho army longer than a fow hours* 
in any ono place. Ily forced marches, tho two generals soon 
reached tho borders of tho liana thnihbh&r territory— an 
oVont whieb gavo rise to oonllioting sontimonts in tho minch of 
tho invadors. Whoso that had taken no part in the lato war 
said victory was now coWawt, as it was impossible the EAjputs 
should ho ablo to withstand snob troops as Lhoy wore. Who 
veterans of tho last campaign, however, took a different view 
of tho matter, and askod thoir more hopofi.il comrades toromombor 
that they wore about to onoountor H a m m 1 r a* a army, and that, 
thoroforo, they should rosoryo thoir vauuting until tho ond of tho 
campaign. 

’Wlion tho pass was gainod which was tho soono of U 1 u g h 
K h A n’s disoomfituro and disgrace, ho advised his brother not to 
plftoo too much confidence in their power alone, but, as tho pinoo 
was a difiioult ono, and H a m m i r a’s army both strong and 
efficient, to try stratagom by sending some ono on to tho court of 
Ham mir a, thoro to try to while away somo days; in 'negotia- 
tions abont peace, whilo tbo army should safely, cross tho mountains 
and talco up a stratogioal position, H nsr at Kli An yioldod to 
tho suporior oxporionoo of his brothor, and Sri M o 1 li a n a 
D o v a was sont to proposo tho terms on which tho Muhammadans 
would oonoludo a poaco with H a m m t v a. bonding negotiations, 

* * 
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Tl a m in } r a*s people allowod tlio invading army to cross the 
dangerous pass unmolested. The Khan now posted his brother 
on one sido of the road known as the M a n d i Hoad, and bo him- 
self occupied the fort of S r i M a n cl apt a, The forces of tlio 
allied princes were stationed all round the tank of .T a i t r a 
S A gar a. 

.Neither party was sincere, The Muhammadans thouglit they 
had artfully secured an advantageous position from whence to 
commenco their operations ; whilst the Rajputs were of opinion 
that the enemy had so far advanced into the interior that ho 
could nob now possibly escape them. 

Tho Khan’s ambassador at R a n a t h a rii b li 6 r, admitted into 
the fort by the king’s order, from what he saw there, was 
inspired with a dread of Hammim’s power. However, bo attend- 
ed the darhar held to receive him, and, after the exchange of the 
usual courtesies, boldly delivered himself of tlio message with 
which he was charged. He said that ho was deputed to the king’s 
court ns tho envoy of Ulugh Khan and Hnsrat Kh A n; 
the two brothers of the celebrated ’A 1 ft n’d-tl 1 n • that lie. had 
come there to impress on the king’s mind, if possible, the futility 
of any resistance that he 1 could offer' to ,sq. mighty a conqueror 
as A1 A n’d-d 1 n, and to advise him to conclude a peace with his 
chief. Ho offered to Hammira, as the conditions of peace,

added that if the king desired the enjoyment of . his 
poWet tbld ;j^^pn..,in peace, he had the opportunity at hand of 
adoption ofeithev of these conditions, 
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of ’A I ;t u’d-d hi, a monarch who bad destroyed all 1th enemies, 
■who possessed numerous strong forts and well-furnished arsenals 
and magazines, who had put to shame Mahadeva himself by- 
cap timing numerous impregnable forts, like Dfivagadlia, 
whereas the fame of the god rests on the successful capture of the 
fort of Tripura alone. 

H a m m i r a, who had listened with impaticnco to the ambas- 
sadors speech, was incensed at the insulting message dolivcrod to 
him, and said to S r i M o 1 h a n a I) c v a that if ho had not he on 
there in the capacity of an accredited envoy, tho Longue with 
which ho uttered those vaunting insults should ore this have be oil? 
cut out. Not only did Eammira refuse to entertain cither of 
the conditions submitted by the envoy, but on liis part ho proposed 
tho acceptance by ’A laid d-d in of as many sword-cuts as tho 
number of the gold ravhors i elephants, and horsos he had tlio 
impudence to ask for, and told tho envoy ho' woidd look upon 
tho refusal of this martial offer by tho Muhammadan chief as 
tantamount to his (’Al aid d- din's) feasting on pork. ' Without any 
further ceremony, the envoy was driven from the presenco. 

The garrison of R a n a 6 li a hi b h 6 r now prepared for resist- 
ance. Officers of approved ability and bravery were told off to 
defend various posts. Tents were pitched hero and there on tho 
ramparts to protect the defender’s from the rays of the sun. Oil 
and resin were kept boiling in many places ; yeady" 1 ]?onrecl 
on tho bodies of any of! tKe assailants to scal’d! them if they dared 
como too near, and guns were mounted on suitable placos. Tho 
’Muhammad nn army, too, at last appeared before Ranathaiiibliftr. 
A desperate struggle was carried on fur sonic days, N o s rut 
K ban wiis killed by a random shot in one of -the ruga gem cuts, 1 * 
and. the immsntm haying Set in, ll 1 Ug-h-lJ h » n was obliged 
in stop all further operations.

reaching ’A 1 A u’d-d i n, ho started at onco ' for Bail a-t li a lh- 
b h o r. Arrived thore, ho immediately marched his army to the 
gates of tho fort and invested it. 

H a m m i r a, to mark liis contempt of thoso proceedings, had, 
caused to bo raised, on many places over tho walls, ilags of light 
wickerwork. This was as mu oh as to say that ’A 1 A u’d-d in’ s 
advout boforo Llio fort was not felt to bo a burden to, or an 
Aggravation of, tho sufferings of tho Itnjputs. Tho Muhammadan 
ehiof at onoo saw that ho had to deal with mon of no ordinary 
resolution and courago, and ho sont a mossngo to H a m m 1 r a 
saying lie was greatly pleased with his bravery, and would bo glad 
to grant any request such a gallant enemy might ’wish to make. 
Of courso this was bidding in somo way for -peace, H a m m 1 v a, 
liowovor, ropliod that as ’Al/lu’ d-dln wasploasod to grant anything 
ho might sot his hoart upon, nothing would gratify him ho much 
as fighting with hbn for two days, and this request ho hoped ’would 
bo complied with. Tho Muhammadan chief praisod vory much 
this demand, saying it did justice to his adversary’s courage, 
and agrood to givo him batblo tho nojft day, Tho oontost that 
ensued was furious and dosporato in tho last dogroo. During 
tlieso two days tho Muhammadans lost no loss than 85,000 mon. 
A truoo of somo few days bomg-now agrood upon by both the 
bolligerents, fighting ceased for, a time. , 

On one of theso dayB tho king had lUdhfl Dhvl dancing 
before him on the wall o,ftlio fort, wliilo tlioro was much company 
rioundhim.- This woman, at stated and regular intorvals, well 
understood; by ; those who uudorstaud music, purposely turned her 
baok towards ’ AUlu’d-din , who was sitting bolow in his tont not 
far from the forty find tyho could woll soo what was passing on tho 
fort wall, ! 2fo woiidot fehdlivlihf^ftBuuQqnsod at this conduct, and

indignantly asked those who were about him if there was any 
among his numerous followers who coulcl, from that distance, 
kill that woman with ono arrow. Ono of tlio chiofs present 
answered that ho know ono man only who could do this, and 
that man was Q d d A nasi n g h, whom tlio king had in cap* * 
tivily. Tlio oaptivo was at once released and brought before 
A1 Au 'd-d In, who commandod him to show his skill in arohery 
against tlio fair target. U d d A n a-s i n g U did us - ho was bid, 
and in an instant tho fair form of Lho courtesan, being struck, 
foil down headlong from tho fort wall. 

This incident roused tlio iro of M a 1 l i m A A A li i, who requested, 
permission of tho king to bo allowed to do tho same service to 
’A 1 A u'd-d i n that ho lmd done to poor H A d h A 33 6 v i. Tho 
king replied that ho well know tlio extraordinary skill in archery 
possessed by liis friend, but that ho was loth ’Al A u’d-d in should 
bo so killed, as his death would doprivo him of a valiant onoray 
with whom ho could at pleasure hold passages of arms. M a h i m- 
A k A hi thou dropped tho arrow ho had adjusted on liis bowstring 
on IT d d A n using li, and killed him, This font of Ala lu m As Alii 
so intimidated ’A 1 A u ’d-d i n that ho at onco romovod lua camp 
from tho oastorn side of tlio livko to its westorn side, whoro there 
was greater protection from suoli attacks. Wlion tho camp was 
romovod, tlio RAjputs wore ablo to porcoivo that tlio onomy, by 
working underground, had prepared mi nos, and had attempted 
to throw over a part of tho ditoh a temporary bridge of wood 
and grass carefully covered over with earth. Tho Hit j pubs do* 
strayed this bridge with tlioir cannon, and, pouring burning oil 
into tho mines, destroyed those that woro working underground. 
In this mannor all *A 1 A iT d-d i n *s olFoids to tako the fort woro 
frustrated. At tho samo time ho was groatly harassed by the 
rain, wliioh now foil in torrents, Ho therofovo sent a message to 
H a m m i r a, asking him kindly to send over to bis camp Rati- 
p A 1 a, as ho desired vory much to speak witli him, with a view 
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to an amicable settlement of tlio difl'ovouoos subsisting between 
them, 

The king ordered Rat ip ill a to go and hear what ’Altiu’cWlin 
had tQ say. Ranamalla was jealous of R a t i p fi l a's influence, 
and did not at all like that ho should havo boon chosen for this 
service. 

’A 1 a u’d-d i n received Rati p a 1 a with extraordinary murks 
of honour. Upon bis entering tho darbilv tout, tbo Muhammadan 
chief rose from his spat, and, embracing him, made him sit on 
liis own gdtU } while ho himself sat by his sido. lie caused valuable 
• presents to bo placed boforo Rat ip ilia, and also made pro- 
mises of farther rewards. R a t i p A 1 a was delighted with such 
kind treatment. Tho wily Muhammadan, observing it, ordered 
the rost of the company to loavo them alono. When they had 
all loft, lio began to address Rati p A 1 a. “I am,” said ho, 

“ *A1 flu’d-d in, tho king of tlio Muhammadans, and I havo up 
to this time stormed and carried hundrods of fortresses. But it is 
impossible for mo to carry R a n a t h a ih b h 6 r by forco of arms. 
My object in investing this fort is simply to got tbo famo of its 
capture, I hope now (as you havo condescended to see mo) X 
shall gain my objeot, and I may trtfst you for a little holp in tho 
fulfilment of my doairo. I do not wish for any moro kingdoms 
| , and forts for myself. Wlion I tako this fort, what bettor can. I

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II a t i p A 1 a wati thus gained over by ’A 1 A. u’d din, Tliovofove, 
wlion bo saw Iho king, lio did not give him a true account of what 
bo had soon in the Muhammadan camp, and of what \Ahiu’d*cUn 
had said to him. Instead of representing’ A 1 a u’d*d i nV powor 
as fairly broken by Iho repeated and vigorous attacks of Llio 
HAjputs, and ho himself as willing to rcliro upon a nominal 
surrender of the fort, ho represented him as not only bent upon 
exacting biro most humiliating marks of submission on the part of 
fcho king, but as having it in bis power to make good liis threats. 
’AlAu’d-dln con fussed, said It a t i p A 1 a, that the IttijpuLs had 
suoceodod in killing somo of his soldiors ; but Lhal mattered 111110,1 
•for no one could look upon the centipede as lamo for the loss of a 
foot or two. Under theso eireumstnneos be advised II a m m t r a 
to callupon.lt an am ulla in person that night, and persuade him 
to do his host in repelling the assailants j for It a n a m a 1 1 a, said 
tlio traitor II at i p A 1 a, was an uncommon warrior, but that bo did 
not, it appeared, use bis utmost endeavours in chastising the enemy 
ns bo was offended with the king for Bumotluiig or oilier. The 
king’s visit, alleged It a t i p A 1 a, would make matters all right 
again. 

After this interview with the king, Rati p A la hastened to see 
It again alia, and Ihoro, us if to oblige and save from utter 
destruction an old comrade and associate, informod him that, for 
some unknown reason, tho king's mind was groatly prejudiced 
against him, autl bo advised him to go over to tbo enemy on tbo 
Qrst alarm ; for bo said H a ra m i r a bad resolved to make him a 
pi’isonor that very night. JIo also told him tbo hour at which bo 
might expect to bo visited by tbo king for this purpose. ‘Having 
dono this, It a t i p A 1 a quietly waitod to , soo tbo isbuo of the 
mischief bo bad bo industriously sown.

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VitarQR, ill e brother of Hammh'aj was with him when 
Rati pnl & paid him the visit, and ho oppressed his holief to his 
brother that Ratipala had not spoken the truth, bnb had been 
seduced from big allegiance by the enemy, Ho said ho could smell 
liquor when R a t i p a 1 a was speaking, and a' drunken man was 
not to be believed . Pride of birth, generosity, discernment, shame, 

- loyalty, love of truth and cleanliness, were qualities, said V i r a m a, 
that were not to be expected to bo the possessions of those that 
drink. Iu order to stop the further progress of sedition among 
his people, lie advised his brother to pnt Ratip a In to death. 
•But the king objected to this proposal, saying that, liis fort was 
strong enough to resist the enemy under any circumstances ; and 
if by any unforeseen accident, it should fall into the hands of the 
enemy after he had killed Ratip al a, people would moralize on 
the event, and attribute their fall to their wickedness in putting 
to death an innocent man. 

Xu the meantime, Ratip ala caused a rumour to be spread in 
the king's RanawSs that 'Ala u 'd-d m only asked for the hand of the 
king s daughter, and that he was ready to conclude a peace if hia 
desires in this respect were granted, as he wanted nothing else. 
Hereupon the king’s wives induced his daughter to go to her father 
and express her willingness to bestow her hand on ’AhVd-dln, 
The girl went where her father was sitting, and implored him to 
give her to the Muhammadan* to save himself and his kingdom. 
She said she was as a piece of worthless glass, whilst her father's 
life and kingdqta .were like the chinldmant, or the wish-granting 
philosopher's stone ; and' ahol solicited 'him fo ’ cast' her away to 
, retain them. ■ 

The king's feelings quite overcame him as the innocent girl, 
hands, thus s poke to him. Ho told her she was 
a mora child, and was not to be blamed for wlmt she had been 
taught tq'M^,9^,he knew not ^punishment .they de- 
served wbo'had tlieimprndenco to . put suolj ideas' into her innocent 
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head, II did not;, said ho, bocomo a BAjput to mutilate females; 
olso ho should have out out Lho touguos of thoso that uttered 
such blasphemy in his fair dan gh tor’s oars. “ Child, ” said 
Hammira, “ you aroyct too young to undorslautl those limiters, and 
tlioro is not much uso in my explaining them to you. But to 
give you away to the unclean Muhammadan, to onjoy life, is 
to mo as loathsome as prolonging cxistonco by living on my own 
flosh. Such a connection would bring disgrace on the fair name 
of our houso, would destroy all hopes of salvation, and embittov 
our last days in this world. I will rather dio ton thousand deaths 
than livo a lifo of sueli infamy.” Ho consed, and ordorod his* 
daughter, kindly but firmly, to her chamber. 

The unsuspecting king Ikon prepared to go, in Lho dusk of the 
evoning, to Ha na mall a* s quartora, in order to remove his 
doubts, as advised by II a tip IU a. Tho king was but slightly 
uttonded. ‘When, howover, ho approached ltanamalla’s 
quartors, tho latter romomborod what Ha tip ill a had said to him, 
and, thinking his imprisonment was inovitablo if ho slopped there 
any longer, procipitatoly loft tho fort with liispnrLy and went over 
to ’AlAu'd-dln, Soolng this, H a t i p A 1 a also did tho samo. 

The king, thus docoivod and bowildorcd, camo baok to tbe 
palaco, and Bonding for tho KothAri (tho o ill cor in charge of Lho 
royal granaries) inquired of him as to tho state of tho stores, and 
how long thoy would hold out, Tho KothAri, fearing tho loss 
ofliiB inlluonoo, if ho wore to toll tho truth to tho king at Lliat 
time, falsoly answered that tho stores would suflico to hold out 
for a considorablo timo. But scarcoly had this ollicor turned his 
back when it bocamo generally known that tlioro was no more 
oorn in tho stato granarios. Upon tho nows reaching tho king’s 
oars, ho ordorod Y 3 v am a to put tho false KothAri to death, and 
to throw all tho woaltli ho possossod into Lho lake of P a elm a 
SAgar, 

Harassed with tho rvnmorous trials of that day, tho king in. 
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utfcoi' exhaustion throw liimself ou his bod. But his eyes worn 
strangers to sleep that dread ful night. Xt was too much for him 
to bear the sight of those whom ho had treated with moro than 
a hi’other’s affection, ono by one, abjure thorns elves and leave 
him alono to his fate. When tho morning came, ho performed 
his devotions, and carao and sat in tho darbftr hall, sadly musing 
on tho critical situation. IIo thought that, as Ins own lliijputs 
had left him, no faith could bo placed in M a li i m a h ft h i, at onoo 
a Muhammadan and an alien. While hi this mood, 1m sont for 
Mu hi m as a h i, and said to him that, as a truo lift j put, it was his 
•duty to dio in tho defence of his kingdom; but ho was of opinion 
it was improper, that peoplo who woro not of his mco should 
also loso their lives for him in this slrngglo, and thoroforo now 
it was his wish that Main mo, 6 ft, hi should name to him 



some placo of safety where ho could roliro with Ins family, and 
thither he would seo him oscortod safely, 

Strackby the king’s generosity, Malai mas ilh i, without giving 
any reply, 'wont back to his house, and thoro put to tho 
sword all tho inmates of his muftna, and returning to II a m m 1 r a 
said that his wife and children woro ready to start off, but that 
the former insisted ou oitco moro looking upon tho fuoo of tho 
king, to whoso favour and kindness tho family had owed so long 
their protection and happiness. The king aooodod to this request, 



and, accompanied by his brother V 1 r a m a, went to M a h i m o- 
s ftbi^s house. But what was his sorrow and surpriso whon ho 
saw ' the slaughter, indho .house ! Tho king pmbraood M a h i m a- 
6fthi and began; to we0p:;lik^: ja.phild. .,*Ho blamed himself for 
having asked him to go away; 1 and know not how to repay such 
; ' extraordinary devotion. Slowly, thoroforo, ho carao back to the 
palace, and, giving up every thing for lost, told his peoplo that they 
w ei; e fUb t.. as they should th i rik pr op or , As for himself, ho

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on' the funeral pile, When tho king’s daughter prepared to ascend 
tho pile, her father was overcome with grief, Ho embraced her 
and refused to separate. She, liowoYor, extricated herself from 
tho paternal ombraco, and passod through tho dory ordoal. When 
there remained nothing but a heap of ashes, tho sole remains 
of tho lair and faithful OhohAnls, II a mm Ira performod tho 
funeral corom onion for tho doad, and coolod thoir manes with 
a last ovation of tho UldnjnH , lie thon, with tho remains of 
his faithful army, sallied out of tho fort and foil upon tho onomy, 
A deadly hand-to-hand struggle onsuod. Y 1 r a m a fell first in the 
thickest of tho battle j then M a li i m A A A h i was shot through tho 
heart. J A j a, ‘Gang A d h a r T A lc, and ICehotrasingh 
Panama ra followed thorn. Lastly foil tho mighty Ham- 
m ir a, piorcod with a hundrod shafts. Disdaining to fall with 
anything liko life into tlio enemy's hands, ho severed, with one 
last effort, his head from his body with his own hands, and 
so terminated his existence. Tims foil II a m ra 1 r a, tho last of the 
OholiAns! This sad ovont happened in tho lBtli year' of his 
reign, in tho month of ^rAvona, 30
